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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant s have elected Group I , claims 1-5 drawn to a process of making enantiomers. 
Applicants traversal that the examiner should rejoin the groups for the reason that the claims are 
closely related is not found to be convincing. 

The enantiomers are known. See Elsebet et al SPD 502, page 1493., 19198 which discloses the 
enantiomers. 

The restriction is made FINAL. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite in 
that it fails to point out what is included or excluded by the claim language. This claim is an 
omnibus type claim. 

The claim should be complete in itself and should not refer back to the specifications of 
something that can be included in the claim. In re Fressola. 

The claim recites compound 10, compound A and B, step 9, Compound 11, step 1 1 and 

so on. 

Applicants can overcome this by inserting the specific compounds and steps into the 

claims. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being incomplete for 
omitting essential steps, such omission amounting to a gap between the steps. See MPEP 
§ 2 1 72.0 1 . The omitted steps are: the recovery steps of the end product . 
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The claim recites " followed by the recovery of the end products". 



The claims 1-6 are found to be allowable over the prior art. 

WO 9814447 Watjen et al discloses a similar process however it doe not teach the 
specifc chiral -N-N-diBoc-aminoxy-y-butyrolactone to obtain the desired chiral end product. 

Elsebet et al teaches the chiral enantiomers R and S form see fig 1 page 1493 of the 
reference.
